Employment agency officials stress the 
importance of serving an “apprenticeship” 
for non-college degree holders. It is hard 
to understand that the $1.40 an hour job 
is better than the $2 per hour position. Yet, 
the $2 man will probably never get much 
more than that. The lower paid man or 
woman can adyance higher because of 
learning a profession or trade well and 
working up to the top. 

Most important of all is that the new 
job holder like his job. Lifetime work is 
aicance that requires hard work and 
dedication. Only the strongest desire to 
succeed will bring success.
